Jerusalem Post Staff 
and news agencies 
ALGIERS - Arab leaders flew 
here yesterday for a summit 
Meeting in which they will at- 
tempt to forge a unified stand in 
response to the U.S. Middle 
East peace initiative. 

On the eve of the summit. Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev sent a 
fare message urging the heads of 
Arab states to work towards a nego- 
tiated settlement. 

Speaking Sunday night on Mos- 
cow Television. in a broadcast moni- 
tored by Israel Radio's Michael 
Gordos, Gorbachev reiterated thet 
the fastest way to peace was the 
convening of an international Mid- 
dle East peace conference which 
would be attended by the PLO. The 
conference should propose sugges- 
tions for a settlement that would be 
acceptable to both sides. Gorbachev 
added. 

During the three-day summit, 
which opens today, King Hussein is 
expected to deliver a speech review- 
ing the history of Jordanian-Pales- 
tinian relations, and reaffirming Jor- 
dan's positions on the Middle East 
Peace process, authoritative Jorda- 
nian sources said. 

Hussein is to repeat that Jordan 
will not negotiate in the name of the 
Palestinians, nor will it serve in 
place of the PLO.

The summit's success could hinge 
on whether he would be satisfied 
with the kind of largely toothless 
declaration that could be agreed 
upon unanimously. they added. 

Palestinian leaders have been 
holding intensive consultations on 
their strategy at the summit, which 
has brought them back to the cen- 
tre-stage of Arab politics after a pe- 
riod in the wilderness, when con- 
cerns seemed to centre on the Iran- 
Iraq war. 

The Palestinians have called for 
outright rejection of U.S. Secretary 
of State Shultz's plan, which fails to 
envisage a role for the PLO in any 
Middle East Peace conference. 

However, the diplomats said the 
summit may get into deep trouble if 
Arafat insisted on such a rejection. 
No Arab state has so far fully reject- 
ed the Shultz plan. 

The diplomats said leaders such as 
Hussein and even Syria’s Hafez As- 
sad had so far not gone beyond ex-

pressing grave reservations about 
the plan. 

This had enabled them to argue 
that only Prime Minister Shamir was 
standing in the way of an interna- 
tional conference for peace in the 
Middle East. 

The diplomats said Arab leaders 
at the summit would be reluctant to 
get off that fence. 


Oil-rich Arab states, whose in- 
comes have been badly dented by a 
persisting slump in ail prices and 
demand for their oil. were also wea- 
ty of Palestinian calls for a special 
Arab fund to back the uprising. 

They will argue not only that they 
have already increased their finan- 
cial contributions to Palestinian 
causes, but also that such a fund 
would be very difficult to adminster 
at a time when Israel was blocking 
any funds that could find their way 
to Palestinian militants. 

Jordan, Syria and others were 
also reluctant to accept the setting 
up of an independent Palestinian 
state and Palestinian demands that 
they spell out how the Palestinians 
could be represented at peace talks. 

They preferred to leave these is- 
sues for future negotiations. espe- 
cially since there was little chance of 
a breakthrough towards Middle 
East peace before presidential elec- 
tions in the U.S. and general elec- 
tions in Israel later this year. 

The emergency summit was called 
by Algeria partly in response to 
taunts that other Arabs have done 
little for Palestinians, who have lost 
more than 200 dead in the insifada.

Shamir to meet Shevardnadze in NY

NEW YORK - Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Shamir last night extended a 
warm overture to the Soviet Union 
just three days before he was sched- 
uled to meet with Soviet Foreign 

Minister Eduard Shevardnadze . 

Addressing the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jew- 
ish Organizations yesterday, Shamir 
said: ‘We are not enemies, and 
there is no reason for tension and 
antagonism. We hope the Soviet 
leaders” declarations regarding a 
new openness and a new era in East- 
West relations, and their profound 
desire to contribute to constructive 
developments in the Middle East. 
will be translated into deeds in the 
near future.” 

Shamir said the Soviets kept hint- 
ing that they would renew diplomat- 
ic relations with Israel “if we agree 
to their proposal for an international 
conference on the Middle East.” 
But he insisted that Israel should not 
“pay for the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations.” He strongly reject- 
ed any international conference, in- 
sisting on direct negotiations. 

“In no other case does the Soviet 
Union condition its diplomatic rela- 


tions on political concessions,” he 
said. *“There is no reason why Israel 
should be treated differently from 
any other nation.” 

Shamir was warmly welcomed at 
the presidents’ conference. receiv- 
ing a standing ovation at the end of 
his speech. 

Shamir’s aides said that the prime 
minister would discuss ἃ full range 
of issues with Shevardnadze in their 
meeting on Thursday, including the 
stalled Arab-Israeli peace process, 
the prospect of the Soviet Union 
restaring diplomatic relations with 
Israel, the overall situation in the 
Middle East. and Soviet Jewish emi- 
gration to Israel. 

The two men are in New York to 
attend the UN General Assembly's 
Third Special Session on Disarma- 
ment. Previous sessions were held in 
1918 and 1982. 

Shortly after he arrived here yes- 
terday morning. Shamir went out of 
his way to praise General Secretary 
Mikhai! Gorbachev as a dynamic 
and courageous leader. 

Aides to the prime minister were 
clearly pleased about Shevard- 
nadze’s decision to meet with Sba- 
mir this week. The prime minister is 
anxious to project a statesmanlike 


image, especially in advance of the 
Knesset election campaign. He has 
scheduled meetings with other 
world leaders this week. 

Amid unusually tight security, 
Shamir arrived on the overnight ΕἸ 
Al flight from Tel Aviv. He drove 
directly to the Regency Hotei in 
Manhattan, where he spent the rest 
of the day. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans Dietrich Genscher came to 
Shamir’s hotel for lunch. Later in 
the day. Shamir was due to meet 
with Brazil's President Jose Sarney. 

Last night, the prime minister was 
scheduled to address a group at 
Cougregation Shaare Zion in 
Brooklyn. 

He is to speak at the UN confer- 
ence on disarmament today. 

Tomorrow evening, he 1s to at- 
tend a rally celebrating Israel's 40th 
anniversary at the Nassau County

Shultz reports to Assad on the U.S. initiative 


-DAMASCUS (AP) - U.S. Secre- 
tary of State George Shultz met yes- 
terday with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad to report on the Moscow 
summit meeting and the faltering 
U.S. plan to set up Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations. 

Shultz told reporters in Damascus 
that the U.S. and the Soviet Union 


“have both agreed to address our- . 


selves to the Middle East issues” 
and said there would be more talks. 
’ “We will have some continuing 


discussions, probably before long on 
an intensive basis," Shultz told a 
mews conference shortly before his 
meeting with Assad. 

Shultz noted that the superpowers 
have resolved many of their own 
disputes, “and if we can solve some 
of our problems, why can't the peo- 
ple in the [Middle East] area come 
to grips”. with their own? 

The summit pointed the U.S. and 
Soviet Union in a more cooperative 
direction in dealing with regional 


disputes, and Shultz hopes Syria will 
take a cue from Moscow. 

Shultz repeated his contention 
that a Palestinian state on the West 
Bank and in the Gaza Strip “just 
doesn’t make any sense.” 

He said “a confederation or an 
attachment to another state or 
states” was “a more workable way 
of looking at it.” 

He suggested American states or 
Swiss cantons as possible models for 
a future Palestinian entity.

Germany is prepared to pay $100 
million compensation to Jewish sur- 
vivors and victims of the Holocaust.

Heinz Galinski, head of West 
Germany's 27,000-strong Jewish 
community, gave the figure in a 
statement after talks with East Ger- 
man leader Erich Honecker.

Honecker said payment would se- 
verely sap East Germany's foreign 
currency reserves, added Galinski,

East German assets in the West in 
June 1987 stood at $7.91 billion 
against a net debt of $8.95b., ac- 
cording to economists.

MPs expected 
to reject 
hanging again

LONDON - MPs are today expect- 
ed to vote down an amendment to 
the Criminal Justice Bill calling for 
the restoration of capital punish- 
ment, abolished in Britain in 1969. 

Proposed by Conservative MP 
Roger Gale, with the support of 
Prime Minister Thatcher, the 
amendment would empower juries 
in murder trials to recommend the 
death penalty where they felt it was 
appropriate. 

Today's debate is the fifth on cap- 
ital punishment in less than a de- 
cade. In April 1987, a similar 
amendment was defeated by 112 
votes, and one poll of MPs this week 
indicates that the pro-hanging lobby 
will suffer an even bigger defeat this 
time. 

Home Secretary Douglas Hurd, 
who is firmly opposed to the death 
penalty, has been at pains in recent 
days to stress the government's com- 
mitment to strong law-and-order 
policies, in an effort to pacify back- 
benchers who might otherwise sup- 
port.the amendment. Over the 
weekend, Hurd released details of a 
toughened-up crime policy, under 
which longer minimum jail terms 
would be ordered for nearly all cate- 
gories of murder. 

In a report circulated to MPs in 
the past few days, two-thirds of pris- 
on governors — who would be re- 
.Sponsible for supervising, pre ated 
‘— expressed opposition to lear 
penalty, and balf of them said they 
would resign or consider resignation 
if the amendment became Jaw. The 
report, by the Howard League for 
Penal Reform, claimed that capital 
punishment was not a deterrent. 
While a Sunday Tanes poll suggests 
-that the amendment will be defeated 
by a majority in excess of 120, MPs 
would seem to be out of step with 
public opinion. One poll last month 
indicated that 67 per cent of Britons 
favour the death penalty, with an- 
other showing that 80 per cent of 
young, people support it.

BAGHDAD (Reuter) -- Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein held talks yes- 
terday about the Gulf war with top 
Chinese officials whose country has 
been accused of supplying Iran with 
deadly Silkworm missiles, Baghdad 
fewspapers reported. - 

As the Baghdad talks took place 
between Hussein and a team led by 
Politburo member Li Chimin, Pe- 
king announced it had taken firm 
measures to prevent the missiles 
from getting to Iran. 

China's official New China News 
Agency NCNA quoted a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman as saying “long 
ago China took strict measures to 
stop Silkworm missiles from enter- 
ing Iran via the international 
market.” 

Iran bas deployed Silkworms 
from the northern Gulf to the so- 
called Silkworm Alley in the Strait 


of Hormuz. During the April 18 bat- 
ues with the U.S. Navy in the south- 
ern Gulf, Iran was said to have fired 
a Silkworm which missed its target — 
a U.S. warship. 


Baghdad newspapers said yester- 
day that Li's discussions with the 
Iraqi president centred on the Gulf 
war and reaffirmed China's backing 
for UN Security Council Resolution 
598 calling for a ceasefire in the 
conflict.

_ It was organized by Thames Tele- 
vision and Home Box Office, an 
American cable TV company; it cost 

᾿ 3.6m. to produce. Five distin- 
guished retired judges from five 
democratic countries agreed to de- 
cide the “case,” based on 170 hours 
of evidence from 35 witnesses and 
10,000 pages of war archive 
evidence. 

_Yet this enormous effort gave 
birth to a mouse. It had all the ap- 
pearance of being a trial, with the 
Judicial-leoking judges, a fiery pros- 
ecutor making passionate and sin- 
cere speeches about the horrible 
crimes of the Nazis, and a logical 
defence counsel cutting through the 
evidence {ike a surgeon using a scal- 

: pel. All that was needed was a bailiff 
to shout “Silence ia Court!” 

But this resemblance to a real trial 
for Waldheim was only superficial. 
Both at the beginning of the pro- 
gramme and in the unanmious judg- 
ment he delivered on behalf of the 
panel at 1.30 a.m. Israel time, Judge 
Frederick Lawton, from Britain, 
stressed that the judges were confin- 
ing themselves very strictly to the 
issue of “whether the commission is 
of the opinion that there is 
enough evidence to warrant an an- 
swer from Kurt Waldheim to allega- 
tions that he wrongly participated in 
acts opposed to the international 
laws of war.” 

The effect of this definition. as 
Judge Lawton explained, was that 
the court completely ignored ail 
Waldheim's “lapses of memory" 
and everything Waldheim is alleged 
to have written or said since World 
War Ii to cover up the fact that he 
had been around in places where 
war crimes were being committed. 

This was rather like confining an 
inquiry into Watergate to the ques- 
tion of whether Dickie Nixon nim- 
self carried the burglars” tools for 
the “plumbers” at the hotel, thus 
ignoring all the efforts of President 
Nixon to cover up the crime. Going 
further back, it was like brushing 
aside as irrelevant the efforts of the 
French Army to extricate itself from 
the Dreyfus mess by forging doc- 
uments. 

Alan Ryan, the prosecutor, 
promised in his opening address to 
prove that the Nazis committed ter- 
rible crimes against partisans and 
civilians in Yugoslavia. Greece and 
Salonika, against disarmed Italian 
soldiers in the Balkans after Italy 
capitulated to the Allies. and against 
captured British and Greek com- 
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mando officers and men. This he 
certainly did in full measure. 

We heard bi ing reports 
of how the Germans, Italians and 
Croatians used the weapons always 
used by occupiers against resistant 
populations: indiscriminate terror, 
taking of hostages, retribution on 
villages suspected of serving as par- 
tisan bases. Faced with the difficulty 
of distinguishing partisans from ci- 
vilians, they assumed that all, in- 
Cluding women and children, were 
partisans, and tried to kill everyone, 
at the same time destroying their 
villages.

“A person does not 
commit ἃ war crime merély because 
he knows others bave committed 
such crimes, nor because he worked 
with or alongside those who com- 
mitted them,” the judge said. 

I must say that 1 for one fully 
agreed with him: there was not one 
tittle of evidence linking Waldheim 
directly to the crimes. The most that 
could be said was that he was a 


World Jewish Congress may be to 
blame. The WJC, which bas beea 
very active in the campaign against 
Waldheim, claims to have very 
strong evidence against Waldheim. 
But its executive director, Elan 
Steinberg, refused to cooperate with 
the TV companies, on the grounds 
that the “trial” had many defects: it 
could not subpoena witnesses or 
punish perjury. “I¢ would set a very 
dangerous precedent to let an enter- 
tainment company determine what

By abandoning this film to Wald- 
heim, Steinberg gave the Austrian a 
very formidable weapon. Now 
Waldheim can claim that an impar- 
tial commission found him innocent 
before millions of viewers. 

This would be a great pity. After 
all, it emerged clearly that Wald- 
heim had been stationed at all these 
places in the Balkans where these 
terrible atrocities took place, but 
had “forgotten” all about them til] 
his gt was “jogged” in recent 
years. Perhaps Thames should or- 
ganise a second commission to in- 
vestigate his cover-up.

Black power poet explains 


NEW YORK (Reuter) -- Twenty 
years after his controversial broad- 
cast of an anti-Semitic poem, black 
‘poet and novelist Julius Lester.re- 
‘turned to New York to explain his 
conversion to Judaism. 

“I know now who I am,” Lester 
‘told 50 listeners in a Brooklyn syna- 
gogue last month. οὐ 

“J am a Jew and I am ἃ jovesong 
to the God of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, a praise song to the God of 
Sarah, Rebecca, Rachel and Leah,” 
he said. 

This may sound strange, coming 
from the man who once wrote 
“Look out, look out Whitey, Black 
Power’s gonna’ get your momma.” 

It was the same Julius Lester who 
broadcast the poem by a 15-year-old 
girl on a local radio station that be- 
gan: “Hey, Jew boy/ with that yar- 
mulke (skullcap) on your head/ You 
pale-faced Jew boy/ I wish you were 
dead.” 

But now it is Lester who has a 
yarmulke on his head and a prayer 
shawl draped over his shoulders as 


he attends Sabbath services every 
Saturday at congregation B'nai Isra- 
el in Northampton, in the northeast- 
ern-state of Massachusetts. : 
_ Lester, 49, bas lived in nearby

Initially, 
after becoming party chief in 1985, 
Gorbachev apparently believed that 
improvements could be made in the 
economy without fundamental po- 
litical changes. Meanwhile, he 
seems to have realized that this will 
not work and that he will also have 
to “restructure” the party itself by 
changing its rules. 

Gorbachev's current strategy ap- 
parently is to form an alliance with 
the grass-roots party membership in 
order, as he has said, to put pressure 
“from above and from below" on 
the middle ranks of the bureaucra- 
cy. His aim seems to be to make the 
party apparatus both more obedient 
to direction from Moscow and more 
responsive to local needs. But 
whether the strategy will work is 
another question.

after 14 years’ refusal 


A YELLOWING CLIPPING in 
The ‘Jerusalem Post's archives, 
dated December 22, ies pe 
lined “Symposium goes ahead de- 
spite Soviet arrests.” The lengthy 
report from Moscow, culled from 
three wire services, tells of some 50 
Jews who had gathered in the flat of 
Dr. Gregory Rosenshtein for a sem- 
inar on Jewish life and culture in the 
Soviet Union. 

But the host was absent: Rosensh- 
tein was one of the 13 organizers of 
the illegal gathering who had been 
arrested by the police. Among the 
other detainees were Benjamin 
Fain, Leonid Volvovsky, and Alex- 
ander Lemer. 

“Seminar participants, guests in- 
cluding Andrei Sakharov, and for- 
eign correspondents, sat crowded 
together in the main room of the 
Rosenshteins’ flat, which had quota- 
tions from the Bible written in He- 
brew on the wallpaper," according 
to the report. 

Rosenshtein, who will be 51 next 
week, is a world-renowned biophys- 
icist and one of the longest-term re- 
fuseniks. He is also one of the lead- 
ers in the revival of Judaism in the 
USSR and, despite the manifold dif- 
ficulties, he has established study 
groups in Jewish history and culture 
in various cities in the Soviet Union. 

Two and a half weeks ago Ro- 
senshtein was notified that he had 
been granted permission to emi- 
grate, together with his wife Natalia, 
and their son Ephraim (18). It was 
14 years after his first refusal. 

‘When he asked about the applica- 
tion of his older son Mikhail and his 
family. he was told they had been 
refused in order to insure state se- 
crecy. Rosenshtein protested: Mik- 
hail's only training had been as a 
pre-medic, and his only employ- 
ment in a public hospital. 

“Let him submit an appeal, and 
he'll get an answer within half a 
year," he was told. 

At that point the Rosenshteins 
decided to send Ephraim to Israel 
immediately and to postpone their 
own departure until they could go 
with Mikhail, his wife, and their 
three children. Natalya’s mother, 
Asya Ploshanskaya, has been in Is- 
rael since 1977. 

Prof. Herman Branover, who has 
been in close touch with Rosensh- 
tein — and whose “Shamir” organi- 
zation has already prepared a home

for him in Jerusalem's Ramot quar- 
ter — was not sure how to interpret 
Mikhail’s new refusal when he gave 
me details of the case last week. 
One possibility, he thought, was 
that there had simply been a bureau- 
cratic foul-up. 

It now appears that that is proba- 


bly what happened. Mikhail was one, 


of a group of refuseniks who re- 
ceived permission to emigrate in the 
last few days as a direct result of a 
list given to the Soviet authorities at 
the summit, according to Haim 
Chesler, executive director of the 
Israel Public Council for Soviet 
Jewry. 

Rosenshtein's main scientific 
achievement is the development of 
mathematical models for analyzing 
complicated physiological systems, 
especially simulation and research 
of the human brain activities. Some 


“of the breakthrough results of his 


research are of major importance. 

One person who thinks so is Prof. 
Thomas Wallstein, head of the psy- 
chometric laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill. On a visit to Moscow, he en- 
couraged Rosenshtein to smuggle 
out his notes, and now, in conjunc- 
tion with the university, a New Jer- 


sey scientific publishing house, Erl-- 


baum, has scheduled publication of 
Rosenshtein’s book on the mathe- 
matical modelling of the brain. 
About a year before the semi- 
nar in Rosenshtein's apartment de- 
scribed above, he began to show an 
interest in Judaism. Although he 


was already 40 at the time, he 
achieved decp Jewish knowledge in 
a short time, and has become a Lu- 
bavitch (Habad) hassid. 

Donna Arzt, then active in the 
Soviet Jewry Advocacy Centre of 
Boston, who had visited the Ro- 
senshteins twice before their “‘con- 
version,” sent Yosef Mendelevich ia 
Israel a report of her third visit. 

She notes that the Rosenshteins, 
had changed a lot. “Remembering 
the long hug I got from Grisha 
[Gregory] on my 1978 visit, Tinstinc- 


. tively but foolishly tried to repeat it, 


but this time it was forbidden. He 
‘took it in good humour, a commod- 
ity that the years have not stolen.” 

Branover cannot praise Rosensh- 
tein too highly. Concurrently with 
his daring conflicts with the authori- 
ties — during which be underwent 
interrogations, degradation, and 
several terms of imprisonment —and 
although he continued his scientific 
work, Rosenshtein devoted most of 
his time to strengthening Jewish 
awareness among Soviet Jewry and 
to promoting emigration to Israel. 

“Hundreds of families that ar- 


_fived in Israel during the past 15 


years were influenced in their deci- 
sion by Rosenshtein and his 
friends.” wn 

Many of these olim were motivat- 
ed by Rosenshtein's first book, / 
Believe, a kind of encyclopedia on 
Judaism. It was published by Sha- 
mir, the association of religious aca- 
demics from the Soviet Union. 
Copies of the book found their way 
into Russia. 

Last year, Rosenshtein organized, 
in a private house, a museum of 
items of Jewish interest, including 
books and religious articles. Every 
Sunday, hundreds of Jews visit the 
displays. ! 

And about nine months ago he 
established the Public Council of 
Jewish Religious Affairs. While it 
has no official status, in practice 
government bodies accept it as a 
negotiating partner on problems of 
everyday Jewish life in various parts 
of the country:, ¢.g., cemeteries, 
mikva’ot, and Passover matzot. 

As for 18-year-old Ephraim, who 
arrived bere 10 days ago and is stay- 
ing at Beit Canada in East Taipiot, 
Jerusalem, Branover calls him “ἃ 
great talmid hacham™ and a “baki 
b’Shas.” In other words, he knows 
the Talmud inside out. 


IN ORDER to be saved, syna- 
gogues must either be transformed 
or transferred. This was the some- 
what ironic message that emerged 
from the Second International Sem- 
inar on Jewish Art, held fast month 
at the Hebrew University’s Givat 
Ram campus. 

The fate of 18th-century syna- 
gogues in southern Germany is a 
case in point. Hannelore Kunzl, of 
the Heidelberg Academy for Jewish 
Studies, explained that by the end of 
the Middle Ages, most Jews had 
been expelled from major German 
cities. Some left Germany entirely, 
and some decided to miove to the 
German countryside. The high 
point of German Jewish life in these 
rural areas took place from the mid- 
18th century to the late 19th centu- 
ry, ἃ period that also witnessed the 
flourishing of the German country 
synagogue. 

Although many such synagogues 
were destroyed during World War 
II, a good number were spared be- 
cause they had earlier been convert- 
ed into private homes or storage 
facilities. They remained in a state

of disrepair until the German gov- 
ernment initiated a series of renova- 
tions in the 1960s. 

KunzI focused on the discovery of 
a synagogue in the city of Odenbach 
that had been used as a granary.

WE HAD VISITED Cuba last No- 
vember and had become aware of 
the deteriorating state of the re- 
mainder of the flourishing Jewish 
community.

We had met with Fidel Castro for 
over an hour and had obtained from 
him permission for the emigration of 
five members of the Jewish commu- 
hity, to enable them to become re- 
united with their families in 
Caracas. 


This time, we were readying fora | 


second visit. Castro had jotted down 
on a letter I had sent him, “Let the | 
rabbi come.” A whole new process 
of telephone calls was once again 
initiated with Carlos Antelo, the 
representative of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Cuban Communist 
Party in Caracas. The visit was set 
for Sunday, April 10, the day after 
the conclusion of Passover. ᾿ 
Knowing that his wife Niurka was 
Cuban, I mentioned my forthcom- - 
ing rrip to Rafae! Quiroz, the under- 
secretary of the Venezuelan Con- 
gress. Rafael asked me to intervene 
with Castro to enable his wife’s parents 
and brother to emigrate to Venezue- 
la. [ promised to present the case, if 
given the opportunity to meet with 
Fidel once again. This was a-difficult 
case for the Cubans. Antelo told me 
that they had already done much for 
Quiroz by allowing Niurka to come 
out of Cuba and permitting some 
family visits. The problem, as I was 
to learn later, was that Niurka's fa- 
ther had been a member of the 
Communist Party and that her 
brother was of military draft age. 


Quiroz helped me obtain an air- 
plane of Lagoven, one of the Vene- 
zuelan state olf companies. The air- 
craft was a Gulfstream with 
sufficient space for the 
seven-member delegation and the 
possible additional three passengers 
for the return trip. The delegation 
included my wife Henny, Catholic 
Bishop Alfredo Rodriguez; the An- 
glican Vicar in Venezuela, the Very 
Rev. a Harkins, and bis wife 
Dora; Elieser Rotkopf, a past presi- 
dent of the Jewish community in 
Caracas, and his wife Ena, president 
of the Venezuela Wizo. Bi: 
driguez could not join us at the last 
moment.

TEN YEARS before Theodor 
Herzl convened the Basle Congress, 
Yiddish lexicographer Alexander 
Harkavy set up Canada’s first Zion- 
ist group in Montreal. 

Eleven years earlier, an English 
priest had published a book called 
Judea for the Jews, and followed it 
up by preaching Zionism through- 
out Ontario. In 1889, when Ahad 
Ha‘am formed his secret Zionist or- 
der, Bnei Moshe, a Montreal Jew 
was its lone American member. Zi- 
onist societies then sprang up across 
the country, and 1900 saw the first 
Canadian Zionist Convention. 

On the 40th anniversary of Israeli 
statehood, Canadian Jews can thus 
boast a full century of Zionism in a 
country that had only about 5,000 
Jews in 1887 and has just 310,000 
today, 1.3% of Canada’s i 

Canadians have been in the fore- 
front of aliya. proportionately to 
their numbers. Bernard Dov Joseph 
of Montreal, one of the first Zionist 
leaders to settle in Palestine, was 
Jerusalem's military governor dur- 
ing the 1948/49 siege, then minister 
in charge of the post-war austerity 
Programme, and later ἃ member of 
several cabinets. 

In 1948, 300 Canadian volunteers 
mushed to the new state to serve in 
the War of Independence. Colonel 
Ben Dunkelman commanded the 
Seventh Brigade. Major Ben Adil- 
man had already settled in Israel. 
The legendary Worid War 11 ace, 
“Buzz™ Beurling was one of the 
non-Jewish volunteers. Sadly, he 
was killed when his plane crashed en 
route to Israel. 

Over half a million dollars was 
raised to equip and transport the 


were acquired in Canada and sent to 
Israel on a ship bought by Sam 
Zaks. It later became the first vessel 
in Israel's navy. 
Volunteers came forward again in 


' 1967, when 10.000 Canadians of-

Houston’s housing glut 
They tear down 


flats, don 


By " 
HOUSTON, Texas - When oil 
prices went through the roof in the 
late 1970s and early 1980s, Houston 
property developers built flats - and 
filled them up -- at a dizzying pace. 

People from all over the U.S. 
flooded the city to fill jobs created 
by upwardly bound oil companies. 
Streets were congested, unemploy- 
ment was negligible and places to 
live were at a premium. 

Now that oil -- and, as a result, the 
Houston economy -- 185 come back 
to earth, many of the city’s flats are 
being torn down because there are 
no tenants to live in them. “The 
boom is, in effect, being disman- 
tled,”” says Patrick O’Connor, prop- 
erty analyst and editor of the month- 
ly publication Houston Real Estate 
Trends. 

According to O’Connor, the phe- 
nomenon began in 1986 and picked 
up steam fast year. Now. troubled 
blocks of flats are being bulldozed at 
a rate of about 5,000 units a year, he 
says. because owners of half-empty 
complexes are finding it cheaper to 
get rid of them than keep them 
open. 

“It’s unbelievable, but in the oa- 
tion's fourth-largest city the imbal- 
ance between supply and demand is 
that bad.” he says. Occupancy rates 
have dropped from an astonishing 
99.5% in 1981 to an average of 75%, 
O'Connor says. In many complexes, 
only 30% to 35% of the flats have 
tenants, he told Reuters in a recent 
interview. 

During the oil boom, developers 
were caught up in a tidal wave of 
optimism that engulfed Houston.

“POLITICALLY,” the young fellow is reported to have said, 


“I favour Tehiya. But after an event such as this, a man’s 
political views change. [ mean, suppose I am an Arab. is that a 
reason to kill me?” : 

The speaker was a 27-year-old Jerusalemite Jew. Last 
Tuesday he had been overseeing, together with a Jewish 
colleague. repair work for the Electric Corporation carried 
out by a group of mainly Arab workers near Kiryat Arba. 
Suddenly, he was set upon by three armed, English-speaking 
settlers. They first ordered him off what they claimed was their 
turf, then they beat the living daylights out of him with a 
revolver butt and a wooden plank. Only a threat, made in 
Hebrew, to cali the police caused them to cease just long 
enough to allow the young man to escape. 

After the police had completed their interrogation, one of 
the purported lynchers offered an apology to his dark-skinned, 
Oriental quarry. “Sorry, brother,” he explained. “We thought 
you were an Arab.” 

Despite its somewhat bizarre character, this one, fortunate- 
ly non-fatal incident may represent, in a nutshell, the entire 
system of the present-day vigilante “justice” in the territories, 
a system that has helped turn a once benign occupation into a 
cesspool of mutual violence. Masquerading as the practitio- 
ners of legitimate self-defence against Arab terrorism, trigger- 
happy settlers sporting licensed arms. and knowing in advance 
that their legal punishment, if any. will at worst be derisory, 
think hardly once before whipping out a weapon to kill. Ki 
Arabs, that is. 

To be sure, there are still instances where the plea of self- 
defence in an extremity is genuine. But it is becoming progres- 
sively more difficult to tell which case is which, and in a large 
number of cases the plea appears to be bogus. 

The plea will presumably be entered even on behalf of the 
Shilo settler charged with the recent killing of a supposedly 
threatening. though unarmed, Arab shepherd tending his 
flock. It has already taken an order by a Supreme Court 
justice, overturning a lower court decision, to force Yisrael 
Ze’ev to even remain in custody pending his trial. Justice 
Shlomo Levin found clear evidence that Mr. Ze'ev was simply 
trigger-happy. 

Ordinarily the fear of prosecution and serious punishment is 
not too overwhelming, and rightly so. It is reasonable to 
assume that it was. in the main, this lack of fear which 
prompted a group of five still unknown settlers to open fire at a 
group of men at the Arab village of Shuyukh, near Hebron, 
last Friday, killing one of the villagers. It is also reasonable to 
assume that the assailants were members of Meir Kahane’s 
ultra-vigilante Kach gang. Kach, as is its wont, promptly and 
with a straight face denied any allegation of illegality by any of 
its members. 

Yesterday, a delegation by ledders of the new Centre Party, 
headed by MK Amnon Rubinstein, suggested to Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin that all Kach members in the territo- 
ties be disarmed. Mr. Rabin’s reply was that it could not be 
done so long as the party had not been outlawed out there, and 
it was mutually agreed that moves toward that end should 
immediately be inaugurated. 

But that would hardly be enough to stem the tide of vio- 
lence. For one thing. not all and possibly not even the majority 
of cases of private violence in the territories are traceable to 
the despicable American cleric’s disciples. Yet, so long as 
there are Jewish setters there under Israel's implicit protec- 
tion, they cannot en masse be denied arms. What can, and 
must, be denied to them is the protection of the law when they 
cynically take the law, as it were, into their own hands, and in 
the process make a mockery of Israel's claim to be dedicating 
itself to the pursuit of faw and justice. 


An oil reform, so called 


FOR two long years the energy minister, Moshe Shahal. had 
bravely fought off opposition to his plan for a reform of the 
thoroughly cartelized oi] sector. Last Friday the final packag- 
ing of the reform was publiciy toasted by the minister and his 
former opponents. the heads of the Delek, Sonol and Paz oil 
companies. There was. however. little cause for genuine 
celebration. 

The document agreed upon may yet turn out to be the 
harbinger of better things to come. But in itself it is but a pale 
shadow of the robust measure of cartel-busting originally put 
forward by Mr. Shahal. ᾿ 

Israel's “Three Sisters.” oil importers all, had good reason 
to try to scuttle the reform. The long established, government- 
backed. cost-plus system of oil and oil-product distribution 
was wonderfully cosy for them. It guaranteed them their 
profits. and freedom from worry about competing firms let 
alone about new entrants. Mr. Shahal had daringly proposed 
to change all that. and to open the field up to the winds of 
competition in the hope that it would result in greater efficien- 
cy and the saving of scarce national resources. 

In the end, the oil companies had the upper hand. The 
reform Mr. Shahal came up with amounts to the release of 
roughly one-third of their business from the cost-plus arrange- 
ment. The other two-thirds will remain fully cartelized and 
tightly regulated. The big three would not agree to immediate. 
complete deregulation even in return for the nixing of Mr. 
Shahal’s idea that the gavernment-owned oil refineries should 
be allowed to sell their produce independently. at least to large 
institutional consumers. The oily trio remains in effective 
control of the field. 

This is a sad comment on the ingrained conservatism of a 
society once famous for its dynamism and penchant for innova- 
tion. There were reasons for the outcome, of course. 

For one thing. Mr. Shahal had all too few allies in his fight. 
This may have had something to do with the fact that cartels 
are as native to Israel as oranges, and that the government is 
itself the majority share-owner in Paz while the Histadrut has a 
large stake in Delek and Sonol. Then. too, the company 
workers. persuaded that the reform might cost them their jobs, 
sided with their employers against the Labourite minister. 
And many members of the public were led to believe that, if 
the refineries were allowed to market their own products, that 
would only mean a larger role for the government in the fuel 
market. ᾿ 

Ultimately it fell to Mr. Shahal to persuade the directors of 
Oil Refineries Ltd. to give up the share of the market he had in 
effect promised them. in order to snatch what little reform he 
could from the jaws of company opposition. Perhaps it is 
better little than none. But that remains to be seen.
